It should be noted that in expressing her viewpoint the subject was in 
opposition to rej<C RAAD and in support of the PCX Lecretery General, KICRRLO 
PAKADKM. Subsocptent to the above meeting , the subject spoke persons lly with Gouroe C, 
itetiog that in her opinion the party should not hope to take any deoisive setion 
against the govern/aant at that tine but keep in* mind possible Moves to be esde in 
Mepteeber or October, fche further considered the possibility of s " reasonable 
diets torch ip** led by the Liberal Radical Party which would bo supported uy the PCi- 
st least for s limited time. The subject further advocated a union of the Cumiauniet 
end oculist pert Us as one of the iCX'e best cnrncee to rewovo itself from its 
present sute of illegality. The subject stated that she is working toward e public 
aanlfeetetlon of women in protesting against the government, eimiler to the women's 
annlfestetiom which had recently taken place in l.iis.
